The clever man seemed to be a fool be- 
_fore the realities of life as, set down in 
mumerals, As a young man, he had been 
a prodigy. People then spoke of him as 
a future bishop, and he filled fashion- 
able churches with the best in the land. 
They came to hear his sensational ser- 
mons, and they patted him on the back 
approvingly in their drawing-rooms. He 
was immensely popular. Perhaps his 
wonderful maseuline beauty was respon 
sible for much of the interest he excit- 
ed, It vertainly captivated Mary Herres- 
tord, a girl of nineteen, who was among 
the bewitched. She adored the young 
preacher, whom later she married sec 
retly; and the red flame of their pas- 
sionate love had never died down, The 
wealthy father of the bride had only 
forgiven them to the extent of present- 
ing his daughter with the property on 
Riverside Drive, where they bad since 
made their home, to the considerable 
inconvenience of the reetor himself. 
Scon after their marriage John Swin- 
ton had taken the rectorship of St. Bot- 
olph’s, that great chureh planned for 
the betterment of the most hopeless 
slums. The clergymnen’s admirers be 
lieved that this was but the beginning 
of magnificent achievements. On tne 
contrary, the result threatened disaster 
to his good-standing before the world. 
The population of the parish grew in 
poverty, rather than in grace. The rec 
tor was a man of ideals, generous to a 
fault. His means were samll; his boun 
ty was great. The income enjoyed by 
his wife did not count, Old Herresford 
allowed his daughter only sufficient for 
her personal needs, which were, natur 
ally, rather extravagant, for she had 
been reared and had lived always in the 
atmosphere of wealth, 

Matters were further complicated by

the fact that ‘Mrs, Swinton, though she 
adored her husband, hated his parish 
cordially. She belonged to the aristo 
cracy, and she had no thought of tear 
ing herself from the life with which she 


was familiar, while her husband, on the 
coutrary, doted on his parish and ayoid 
ed, 80 far as be might, the company of 
the frivolous idlers who were his wife's 
companions. Husband and wife, there 
fore, agreed to differ, and to be satisfied 
with love. After their son was born, 
the wife drifted back to her old life 
and was.a most welcome figure in the 


gayest society, Yet, no seandal was 
ever associated with her name, and none 
sneered at her love for her husbaad. | 


The rector, when he yielded to her per 
suasions and accompanied her on social 
excursions, was as welcome as she; and

RIGHT KILLING METHODS 


QO” the many methods of killin 
poultry that of bleeding the bird 

has come to be considered the 
most satisfactory, It has the advan- 
tage of ewe all the blood from the 
body without leaving any unsightly 
wound, If the operation is properly 
performed all the blood is drained from 
the body, leaving the flesh of a white 
color, 

The birds suduld be‘ fasted for 
twenty-four hours before killing. Bev- 
eral hours after the last feed allow the 
birds all the water they can drink, 
They should then have a complete fast 
until they are killed. 

To kill the birds by bleeding seeure 


a stout cord to the ceiling of the killing’ 


room and attach to the end, which 
should extend down as low as the oper- 
ator’s shoulder, a piece of iron, pre- 
ferably a large burr. When ready for 
killing, the birds may be suspended on 
this cord by simply giving the cord one 
wrap around the legs, pass it over itself 
and allow the burr to drop, Hung in 
this way it is impossible for the bird 
to become detachéd, and it can beimore 
readily bled while suspended. 

To bleed, place the left arm over the 
bird, grasp the bird by the neck near 
the head, with the thumb on the throat, 
By a gentle pressure of the thumb force 
the mouth open, exposing the arteries 
on each side of the mouth. With the 
right hand insert the knife so as to 
sever first one of the arteries, then the 
other, Next pierce the brain by pass 
ing the knife through the roof of the 
mouth towards the top of the head and 
give it halt a turn. Both arteries must 
be severed in order to insure complete 
bleeding, and complete. bleeding is 
the only way to prevent the flesh from 
turning red, The successful piercing of 
the brain is characterized by a pecu- 
liar flutter throughout the body. The 
plucking is much more easily done if 
the killing has been properly perform.

fore somewhat thicker ‘than that of our 
globe. This, of course, is partly owin 
to the lesser volume of Mars—1-15th o 
the earth. It is, at’ any rate, highly: 
probable that incomparably the larger 
part of the interior of Mars, as well as 
of the earth, is fluid. For after the 
rather rapid formation of the ¢rust in 
the beginning, its later progress is’ ex- 
cessively slow. Mars is not, like the 
moon, a dead celestial body upon which 
practically no changes occur, The dif- 
ference is due to the existence of an 
atmosphere, rare though it be, on the 
Martian planet. In it the aqueous va- 
por are distilled, causing the change of 
seasons to become apparent, But other 
changes are constantly occurring upon 
the planet. It must be presumed that, 
as upon the earth, meteorites containing 
iron or iron combinations, descend upon 
it. The yellow veil which has so often 
disturbed the observation of the plan, 
et’s. surface doubtless proceeds from 
very fine particles of oxide of iron, 
This dust would gradually ull up the 
‘canals’ did not the deepening of the 
fissures maintain the difference of ley- 
el.’’ 

One circumstance that is always 
brought forward as evidencing the high 
intelligence of thé Martians is the ab- 
solute straightness of the ‘‘eanals’’ and 
their regular geometric distribution. A 
number of Mars observers, as Cerulli 
and Maunder, and especially Antoniadi, 
have expressed a contrary view, the 
latter saying: 

‘The complicated network of straight 
lines is probably illusory. The appear- 
ance of the planet reminds pne of that 
of the moon (except that’ the latter 
is dead—-that appears unebangeable), or 
of .some terrestrial landscape beheld 
from a balloon. In a word, the ‘geo 
metry’ of Mars proves to be a pure il 
lusion,’’ 

The writer concludes by saying that 
he has shown that a comprehension of 
the phenomena observed on Mars is not 
at all impossible by the aid of forces 
known to us on earth, That Mars is 
an almost extinet world he regards as 
fully established. When the atmosphere 
shall, in consequence of cooling and de 
eay, disappear, Mars will be as un- 
changeable as the moon.

the various parts of aeroplanes re- 
quires a great deal more, consideration 
than:it always gets, Jt is, always pos- 
sible that aviators will put either their 
elevators or rudders hard over, and 
there may in practical flight be cases 
where this is absolutely necessary, Now 
no one would consider the steering géar 
of a boat or motor car satisfactory if 
simply putting it hard over when in mo- 
tion caused it to break, and the relia- 
bility of these parts in aeroplanes must 
be brought up to that of other machines. 
It may be objected that this would 
cause extra weight, but it would be 
better for the machine to be’ slightly 
heavier and safe. 

That it would be quite possible to 
make the machine heavier without pre- 
yenting its flight is evident from the 
fact that flights have been made with a 
passenger, aud, in fact, sometimes with 
more than one passenger, It is, how- 
ever, true that giving'the parts a larg- 
er factor of safety might’ reduce the 
weight available for ebgine power or 
fuel, and consequently interfere with 
‘trecords,’’ and therefore competitions 
in which making records is. the princi- 
pal point may not be altogether good 
for practical progress. If one could 
have a ‘‘reliability trial’’ on the lines 
of the motor car trial, it would prob- 
ably do much more good. 

The death’ of Mr. Rolls will be a very 
great loss to English aviation, He was 
one of the pioneers in motoring, driv- 
ing for some years as’an amateur. Avia- 
tion was, however, taken up entirely as 
a sport, and not, as in Many cases, as 
a means of making money, and there 
can be no doubt of the value of such 
men in the progress of aviation, It 
was really the enthusiastic. amateur 
who developed the motor-car, as he 
found its defects, and had no trade 
interests to prevent his saying what he 
thought. Mr. Rolls was generally con- 
sidered a bold, but not a rash, aviator, 
and no one who.saw him rounding the 
marks at Bournemouth could doubt his 
skill. It will be recollected by most 
that he wasfhe only man to have made 
the double journey across the Chan- 
nel.—-Engineering.

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WATCHING FLOWERS GROW 

eS bg moving-picture machine is now 
used to show the blossoming of a 
flower or the development. of a 

butterfly as readily as it does any other 

phase of life. veryone knows that 

such a machine may run either fast 


or slow, so that the series of events re- 


presented appear to take place faster 
or slower than they do in nature. Thus 
we often see a regiment of , soldiers 
marching across the screen at an impos- 
sible pace, Now this ‘‘ speeding. up’’ 
process may be. carried to such an ex- 
treme that a series of events which ac- 
tually extended over days or months 
Hayy § pass before the spectator’s eye in 
a few minutes. This was discovered 
zeats ago and was put into practise in 
aboratories in Franee; but it has just 
begun to be utilized commercially. One 
may now see a flower grow, bud, blos- 
som, and put forth seed, all in five min- 
utes, at a mpTihg-peatare show. Says 
a writer in The Inventive Age (Wash. 
ington, July 1): 

‘*One remarkable fact about the mov- 
ing-picture camera is that it is able to 
reproduce not only the swiftest objects, 
but the slowest as well. It is now pos- 
sible to exhibit pietures of a flower 
in the different stages of growth, and 
of the transition of a blossom into fruit, 
Recent experiments ‘have resulted in a 
process that throws ow the sereen the 
changing of a rosebud into a full-blown 
rose, the burst of a Ifly from its leafy 
prison, and the slow unfolding of a fern, 

‘*The operation of exhibiting any- 
thing like the development of a flower 
from birth to maturity requires, of 
course, considerable time, though the 
result consumes not more than five min- 
utes when thrown upon the sereen. The 
negatives must be made at regular in- 
tervals of time according to the degree 
of the plant’s growth, while the ex- 
posure must continue day and night 
until that point is attained at which 
it is presumed the object has really 
reached maturity. The method in the 
case of the rose, for instance, is as fol- 
lows: Just as soon as the bud begins 
to show the first film is exposed, and 
from that time on until the blossom is 
full-blown a fresh negative is exposed 
every ten minutes, both day and night. 
The time of exposure varies, of dourse, 
according to the season, the warmth of 
the greenhouse, the species of flower, 
ete. Generally, however, less than three 
weeks are required for the completion 
of this work. In this time, something 
like 2,400 films are exposed, which are 
not so many when it is considered that 
most moving pictures of animate ob 
jects ony some 10,000 to 20,000 separ- 
ate and distinct photographs. At night,

THE DRINKING ORCHID 


WN orchid that has been discovered recently in South Am- 
eriea takes a drink whenever it feels thirsty, by letting 
down a tube into the water.

One hot afternoon, as the discoverer! was seated under 
some! brushwood at the side of a lagoon on the Rio de la 
Plata, he observed near at hand a forest of dead trees that 
had evidently been choked to death by orchids and climbing

of the lagoon and about a foot above it, was a branch of one 
lof these dead trees. Here and there clusters of common air

Amoug the orchids the discoverer noted one different from 
all the rest, the leaves, of lance-head shape, growing all round 
the root and radiating from it, . fron the centre or axis of 
the plant hung a long, slender stem about one-eight of an 
inch thick and one-fourth of an ineh wide, The lower end

The botanist at once went over to examine his discovery, 
and to his surprise, when he touched the plant, the centre 
stem gradually contracted aud conyulsively rolled itself up 
in a spiral like a roll of tape, 1t was found on examination 
that the stem was 4 long, slender, flat tube, open at the outer 
end, and connected at the inper ead to. the roots by a series 
of hair-like tubes. 

Subsequent observations disclosed the fact that when the 
plant was in need of water this tube would gradually unwind 
till it dipped into the lake. Then it would slowly coil round 
and wind up, carrying with it the quantity of water that the 
part of the tube whieh had been immersed contained. When 
the final coil was made, the water was poured, as it were, 
directly into the roots of the plaut. The coil remained in 
this position until the plant reguired more water.

DRY FARMING CONGRESS ' 


A’, important function for farmers 
in many parts of Western Canada 
H is the Dry Farming Congress, 
| which will be held in Spokane during 
| the week beginning October 3. 

This congress comes at a time par- 
ticularly apropos to the history of agyi- 
culture in our West. The season ot 
| 1910, when figures of precipitation shall 
pene been compiled, will prove to be 
}one of the dryest the West has ever 
}experienced, and many a farmer who 
has heretofore given the subject but 
; casual thought, will turn with that sort 
fot interest which is aroused by the in- 
| stinct of self-preservation, to dry faru 
| ing processes. ; 
| The congress’ which will convene -at 
Spokane on October 3rd, will take up 
| the matter of dry farming and will deal 
| with it so extensively, and so much in 
| detail, that the farmer who spends the 
| week there will receive a fairly yood 
jeflucation in dry farming processes 

Since the first dry carieiog congress 
was held at Denver four yeurs igo the 
process of raising creps on laud where 
| the normal precipitation is likely to be 
; several inches less, annually, than is re 
}quired to eusure a erop, has advanced 
| from the assigned position of a fad in 
| farming to one’ of an. exact science. 
Doubtless dry farming processes’ will 
| yet be greatly improved, but its advyo- 
| cates and. demonstrators have placed 
| this comparatively new method upon a 
| basis of fuet that entitles it to the res 
pect of all whovare engaged in farming, 
land particularly of those who are mak- 

ing their efforts to grow crops in a sec 
tion which is sanbject to destructive 
droughts, Uxperiments eonducted, by 
(agricultural colleges, government ex 
periment stations, individual farmers 
und by corporations, haye proven that 
dry. farming may be carried on profit: 
ably where ordipary farming processes 
fail to: preduce a crop, That this is 
a matter of great linportanece is appar 
ent to all who have crossed this con 
tinent on either side of the interna 
tional boundary, and has the 
stretches of semiarid eountry that will 
never produce crops of any kind with 
out -irrigation or a method of cultiva 
tion like the dry farming proeess, = tr 
rigation is not always possible and is 
nearly always costly to instal, Dry 
farming is always possible, and its cost 
over and above that of ordinary farm 
ing not appreciative. 

By the time the Dry Farming Coo 
gress at Spokane is held it will be pos 
sible to determine in dollars and eents 
the inflicted upon the people of} 
the United States and, Canada by the 
dry weather that has affected some see 
tions of both countries this year. It will 
be possible, also, to know how far dry} 
furming has met the problems imposed | 
hy the drought, and if it is proved that) 
it has solved these problems with a rea: | 
sonable degree satisfaction, dry | 
farming will receive many accessions of | 
territory and men.

REGULATION of some. British 
recording societies, is that no ani- 
mal bern- outside of the United 

Kingdom and Trelund is eligible to re- 
cord in their records. A» Canadian, for 
example, may purchase a Haekney mare 
in England and duly reéorded in the 
English Hackney stud book. If the day 
after landing on our shores that mare 
drops a foal, it will not be eligible to 
register in, the stud book in which the 
dam is registered and the sire likewise. 
This looks like g very unnecessary and 
useless regulation... Canadian National 
Records are of a standard equal to the 
best to be found anywhere, yet an ani 
mal is eligible to register in Canadian 
records no matter Where it is born, so 
long as it can qualify in other respects. 
So far this regulation which some of 
the British societies cling to, has work 
ed .no hardship to Canadians, But it is 
possible that 1t might -do so. The great 
International Horse Show in London 
seeks exhibits from all the countries of 
the world, The average exhibitor does 
not 70 a long distance merely, to ex- 
hibit his animals,. He has an eye to 
business, and if he can sell some of 
his exhibits to good advantage does so. 
In the case of the London Show, a Can- 
adian exhibitor might make a better sale 
by having his avimals registered in the 
English stud books, but unless they are 
British born they would not be eligible 
no matter how well they might qualify 
in other respects, 

In the interests of the interchange 
of good horses, the English Hackney 
Society should remove this antiquated 
regulation,
